The ribozyme itself is a copy of an 
RNA that other scientists found in a 
plant virus. Those researchers dis- 
covered that a small part of the plant 
virus RNA acted like an enzyme and 
was capable of selectively cutting any 
part of the genetic pattern in a target 
virus. 

The term ribozyme refers to an 
RNA that acts as an enzyme by per- 
mitting a reaction to occur within a 
cell. 

Rossi said his team copied the 
molecular structure of the plant RNA 
and then developed a synthetic gene 
that manufactured this ribozyme in- 
side the human cells in a laboratory. 

A major advantage of the ri- 
bozyme, he said, is that after it at- 
tacks and cuts the RNA in one virus, 
the molecule releases itself and can 
then attack other virus particles. 

“It can do it again and again and 
again,” said Rossi. “It is like one sol- 
dier cutting down 10 or more of the 
enemy.” 

The ribozyme can be designed to 
attack any part of the viral RNA and 
leave others portions. alone. Rossi 
said he believes the ribozyme could 
also be used to combat virtually any 
kind of virus, including those that 
cause colds and flu. 

“It could be used to treat any virus 
at all because they all use RNA,” he 
said. “By destroying the RNA, you 
can inactivate the viral function.” 

Rossi said two other laboratories 
now plan to test his ribozyme in com- 
batting viruses in laboratory animals.

BONN, West Germany — Parlia- 
ment agreed Thursday that a united 
Germany should honor Poland’s west- 
ern border, and Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl tried to fend off charges that he 
heightened international fears about 
unification. 

A lawmaker from the opposition 
Social Democrats, Juergen Schmude, 
said during a raucous debate that 
Kohl’s handling of the border issue 
amounted to “political arson in the 
European house.” 

Parliament passed a resolution that 
said the two Germanys should adopt 
twin declarations that “the Polish 
people are assured their right to live 
in secure borders will not be ques- 
tioned by us Germans through terri- 
torial claims either now or in the fu- 
ture.” 

It says the future government of a 
united Germany should sign a border 
treaty on the basis of those declara- 
tions. 

Poland’s deputy prime minister, 
Leszek Balerowicz, told a news con- 
ference in Gdansk, Poland, that 
Bonn’s declaration was progress, but 
that Poland still should attend talks 
on German unification. 

“The government of the Republic of 
Poland treats it as a step in the right 
direction, but it is not complete con- 
vergence,”*he said.

Unease between Poles and Ger- 
mans is long-standing. 

Kohl came under fire abroad and 
at home for his previous reluctance 
to promise that a united Germany 
would never lay claim to land ceded 
to Poland after the Third Reich’s 
1945 defeat. 

The chancellor, apparently try- 
ing to avoid offending conservative 
voters with federal elections slated 
in December, had insisted only the 
government of a united Germany 
could address the matter. 

His demands that a border treaty 
be linked to Polish concessions 
caused an uproar, and he withdrew 
them this week while proposing the 
resolution that passed Thursday. 

Germany was split into Commu- 
nist Hast and capitalist West after 
the war. The rush toward unifica- 
tion followed the ouster of East 
Germany’s. hard-line Communist 
leader, Erich Honecker, last Octo- 
ber. 

The Social Democrats charged in 
Parliament that Kohl’s pronounce- 
ments had jeopardized the unifica- 
tion process. 

Social Democratic chief Hans- 
Jochen Vogel said Kohl “squan- 
dered (world) trust” of Germans 
and “endangered the process of 
German unification in its most sen- 
sitive phase, 

“And if people now start talking 
about the nasty Germans again, if 
delays (in unification) occur, then 
you are to blame,” he told Kohl.

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Bush proposes new transportation policy 


WASHINGTON — President Bush announced a national transportation 
policy Thursday that would cost travelers more and increase local govern- 
ments’ share in meeting air, land and sea travel needs into the next century. 

Just as the Model T and the Wright brothers’ plane “prepared the way for 
today’s millions of cars and thousands of passenger jets, so it is now our turn to 
invest in America’s future,” Bush said in unveiling the policy with Transporta- 
tion Secretary Samuel Skinner. 

Bush said it would help keep America “the world leader in transportation.” 

The 129-page plan, “Moving America Into The 21st Century,” calls for more 
toll roads, local gas taxes, user fees, private investments, competition, dereg- 
ulation, research into futuristic systems and openness to foreign air carriers as 
well as increased attention to safety and protection of the environment. 

The policy was hailed as an important step by some industry groups, but 
most expressed some disappointment, and Democratic members of Congress 
were critical. 

Aviation and ground transportation groups opposed “user fees” and other 
taxes that Skinner acknowledged would require travelers to pay more. The 
American Public Transit Association said the policy was “long on advice and 
short on help” from the federal government. 


Tobacco firm accused of targeting teens 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Jim Hansen, R-Utah, is accusing R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Co. of using advertisements to lure teenagers into smoking. 

Hansen’s accusation, in the form of a letter to the House Commerce Subcom- 
mittee on Transportation and Hazardous Materials, follows criticism from 
Health and Human Services Secretary Louis Sullivan, who blasted the com- 
pany for ads targeting blacks and poorer women. 

The ads include offers for free T-shirts that accompany coupons for free 
cigarettes, Hansen said. He claimed the offer contributed to a 16-year-old in 
his district becoming a regular smoker. 

Paul jumped at the offer of a free T-shirt, Hansen said. “He called a toll-free 
number and told the appropriate lies — namely, that he was a smoker and was 
21 — to get the free T-shirt,” Hansen said. 

R.J. Reynolds officials said the boy was sent the T-shirt plus coupon offers 
for the Camel brand. 


People vacated after fire in Cache Valley 


AMALGA — More than 100 workers and some nearby residents were 
evacuated Thursday when a fire broke out in the Cache Valley Dairy plant in 
this small northern Utah city, officials said. 

One ammonia tank later exploded and a second ruptured, but there were no 
immediate reports of injuries, said a spokeswoman with the Logan Fire 
Department, which responded along with four other departments. 

The blaze broke out at about 3 p.m., said the spokeswoman, who declined to 
give her name. She said firefighters tried unsuccessfully to stop a leak in one of 
the ammonia tanks before it exploded. 

The neighbors were told to leave the area amid fears that a cloud of ammonia 
gas, aflammable substance and asevere irritant, would waft over their homes, 
the spokeswoman said. The fire apparently began during a change of shift at 
the plant, which employs about 250 people. Dark smoke was visible as far as 
Logan, about 12 miles to the southwest. 

Fire crews from Smithfield, Newton, Hyrum and Franklin County, Idaho, 
also were fighting the blaze. 


Nordstrom employees rally for store 


SALT LAKE CITY — About 125 of Utah’s non-union Nordstrom em- 
ployees are angry that they weren’t asked what they think of their employer 
and have rallied to support the embattled department store. 

“We are proud and happy to be members of the Nordstrom family,” said 
spokeswoman Pam Cochrane, a cosmetics saleswoman who organized the 
Thursday protest. Most of the group wore badges and touted large signs that 
read: “No One Asked Us.” 

She said employees from all three Utah Nordstrom stores volunteered their 
own time to show their support for their employer. 

The rally was organized to protest the lawsuit filed by a Seattle union 
seeking back pay. for its members. The United. Food &, Commercial 


‘ Workers Union represents about 1,700 Nordstrom workers iH} the Seal Ele 
* area, where the company is based. The union estimates the company owes 


employees between $30 million to $40 million in unpaid overtime hours. 


Olympic site construction to start in 1991 


SALT LAKE CITY — Members of the Utah Sports Authority, meeting for 
the first time Friday, must act quickly on siting and building facilities for 
Utah’s 1998 Winter Olympic bid, officials say. 

The Salt Lake Bid Committee for the Winter Olympic Games, which will bid 
for the Games before the International Olympics Committee in 1991, said it 
wants to start construction on some of the facilities in April of that year. 

The committee formalized a contract with the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee setting target dates by which a speed-skating oval, ski jumps and a 
bobsled-luge run will be sited and under construction. The April 1991 date, 
however, is short notice for the 15-member authority, which was created in 
1989 but didn’t have a board of directors until they were approved by the 1990 
Legislature. Officials say meeting the construction deadlines gives Utah a 
chance at hosting the 1993 Pan American Winter Games, giving Utah a taste of 
caliber of international competition — and international dollars and recogni- 
tion — that will accompany the Winter Games.

Congressional candidate 
calls for accountability

Third District congressional candi- 
date Richard Harrington says he 
wants to return the government to 
the people because he is tired of the 
congressional lack of accountability. 

“Congressmen in general are no 
longer responsive to the constituents 
of their home states. They are more 
concerned with their re-election cam- 
paigns than with the needs of the peo- 
ple they are supposedly represent- 
ing,” said Harrington. 

Harrington said a limit on consecu- 
tive terms for representatives and 
senators would help end career poli- 
ticking. “I do not think our founding 
fathers intended congressmen to hold 
office for twenty years consecutively. 
After the person has had some im- 
pact, they should return to their state 
and resume work in the private sec- 
tor.” Harrington, an attorney in pri- 
vate practice, was initially motivated 
to enter politics by handling tax cases 
where people were being audited by 
the IRS. 

“I would call the IRS for informa- 
tion about the audit and I found too 
often they were ignorant of the laws 
they were enforcing,” he said. He felt 
that Congress was either unaware or 
did not care about the people’s prob- 
lems when they passed legislation. 

Harrington said that if he is elected 
he will take some innovative ap- 
proaches to serious problems. 

Harrington said he is tired of the 
drug problem and has ideas to solve 
the theft associated with it, while also 
providing rehabilitation. “My concept 
is a program where addicts who nor- 
mally steal to get money, go to a 
physician for a monitored injection, 
under the condition they receive 
counseling while there,” he said. 

While this may seem controversial, 
Harrington said addiction is a prob- 
lem and to treat addicts as simple 
criminals will not solve anything. 

As a Utah 4th Circuit Court Judge 
Pro Tem (a volunteer judge for small 
claims court), and member of the 


- Utah County Search and Rescue 


Team, Harrington said he is dedi- 
cated to law enforcement. He said a 
competent police force and justice 
system must be preserved through 
congressional aid and support. 
Harrington also said education on 
the elementary and secondary levels 
could be greatly improved by using 
business people as volunteer teaching 
resources. “We should use doctors to 
teach science, accountants to teach 
math. In small communities where 
teachers are at a premium, this pro- 
gram would provide help at no cost.” 
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Harrington’s campaign manager 
“Doc” Edmunds said Harrington’s 
biggest obstacle is funding. Since he 
is in private practice, Harrington can- 
not afford to campaign full time. As a 
result, he is unable to secure the fi- 
nancial backing he needs without 
jeopardizing his livelihood.

Thorpe said they are planning to 
pend another prototype on a balloon in

y. 

The balloon will go 110,000 feet. 
“We want to simulate the space envi- 
ronment,” he said. 

Eastman said the project is com- 
pletely run by students. The project 
involves students from physics, 
chemistry, electrical engineering, 
mechanical engineering, design engi- 
neering technology, manufacturing 
engineering, accounting, business 
and public relations. 

Eastman said the group is looking 
for donations. It needs money for 
cameras, motors, batteries, heaters, 
the telescope, optics and many other 
items. 

“The hardware is substantial,” he 
said. This also has to pay for its reser-

Cougars fall 
to Utes in 
WAC tourney

Two 3-pointers by the University 
of Utah erased a five-point deficit in 
overtime to defeat the BYU Cougars 
by one in the quarterfinals of the 
Western Athletic Conference tourna- 
ment Thursday in El Paso, Texas, 62- 
61. 

The struggling Cougars were led 
by senior Andy Toolson with 21 points 
and 10 rebounds but it was not enough 
as missed free-throw opportunities 
by BYU opened the door for the Utes 
to climb back within striking distance 
and steal the game away in the final 
seconds of overtime. 

BYU drops to 21-8 on the year 
while the Utes moved up to 16-18. 

Both teams were sluggish offen- 
sively at the beginning of the game 
and stayed close through the first 
half, ending it in a 26-26 tie. 

BYU opened the second half with 
tough defense and a 14-5 scoring run, 
which included 3-pointers by Toolson 
and senior Kevin Santiago to give the 
Cougars their biggest lead of the 
game, 40-31. 

But Utah did not roll over and die. 
The Utes whittled the lead down to 
one on two Josh Grant grant baskets 
and a Craig Rydalch 3-pointer to 
make it 44-43 for BYU. 

The Cougars went cold on the free- 
throw line hitting just three of seven 
attempts in the last 1:18 of the game. 
With 14 seconds left, senior Marty 
Haws missed the front end of a one 
and one with Utah down by two, 49- 
47. 

The Utes quickly drove down the 
court and Grant tossed up a 8-pointer 
which missed the mark. Watts was 
waiting there, though, and grabbed 
one of his 15 rebounds of the game, 
and put in a soft shot with 3 seconds 
left to tie the game at 49 all. 

BYU called a timeout with 2 sec- 
onds remaining, but Santiago’s “hail- 
Mary” shot from halfeourt bounced 
harmlessly off of the backboard. 

BYU controlled the tip in overtime 
and managed to get a five-point lead 
at 61-56 with less than a half-minute 
to play, but Utah’s Rydalch and 
Tommy Conner hit 3-pointers in the 
last 20 seconds to give the Utes their 
first lead since the first half, 62-61. 
Meanwhile Moon and Haws missed 
the front ends of one and ones. 

After a BYU timeout with six sec- 
onds to play, Crow inbounded the ball 
to Toolson who drove downcourt and 
let a 3-pointer fly, missing everything 
with, three seconds left. Crow 
grabbed the rebound but was pushed 
out of bounds as time expired giving 
the Utes an upset victory and the 
Cougars a 2-7 mark in WAC tourna- 
ment play, the worst in the confer- 
ence. 

BYU must now rely upon the 
NCAA tournament selection commit- 
tee for its invitation to the post-sea- 
son tournament. 

In other tournament action, Air

Sect’s members demand 
polygamous leaders’ records

A polygamous sect would have its 
First Amendment rights violated if it 
is forced to.reveal its financial 
records, argued Raymond Berry, at- 
torney representing the group’s lead- 
ers of Hilldale and Colorado City, 
Ariz. 


A suit was filed seeking to dissolve - 


the United Effort Plan trust, which 
owns most of the property in the two 
nearby towns of about 3,000 resi- 
dents. 

The plaintiffs want access to the 
trust’s checking accounts and the 
bank records of three of the sect’s 
leaders. 

“While the plaintiffs have the 
undisputed right to leave their 
church, they do not have the right to 
take church property with them — 
even property which they themselves 
contributed,” Berry said. 

Jeff Swinton, attorney represent- 
ing the plaintiffs, said the members of 
the sect were required to transfer 
their property and money to the 
church to be members of the trust. 

“They say we aren’t entitled to see 
the records because everything was 
used for the benefit of the church,” 
Swinton said. “But we want to make 
sure they used the money for good, 
instead of for things that would bene- 
fit themselves.” 

Plaintiffs argue the trust is not a 
religious charity, but a business en- 
terprise formed 47 years ago to profit 
its members. Attorneys for the sect’s 
leaders said that because the trust is a 
charity, leaders do not have to give an 
accounting to any of the trust’s bene- 
ficiaries. 

Swinton said there have been lead- 
ership disputes in the polygamous 
communities.

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Wood takes stand for 2nd day in defense

Lance Conway Wood took the stand to testify in 
his own defense for the second day Thursday in 4th 
district court. 

Wood was charged in November 1988 with mur- 
der, sexual abuse, and kidnaping. In testimony he 
described for the jury a detailed account of the 
events which took place around the evening of the 
murder of Gordon Ray Church. 

Defense Attorney Marcus Taylor asked Wood to 
repeat in detail the events that occurred around the 
murder. As Wood described what happened Taylor 
continued to repeat the questions, “Did you give 
any help or did you have any intentions of helping 
Archuleta with the beating?” Wood consistently 


Wood said he did try to stop Archuleta at the 
beginning of the attack on Church, but stayed at a 
distance of a couple of feet for the remainder of the 
killing. Wood’s attorney emphasized the amount 
liquor Wood had consumed, which caused him to be 
scared, tired, and confused during the time of the 
murder. 

Wood testified he never knew the intentions of 
Archuleta until just before the first beating when 
Archuleta said to Wood, “I’m going to rob him.” 

State Attorney Carvel Harward cross-examined 
Wood. He asked Wood why he didn’t take the ad- 
vantages he had during and after the murder to 
either run away or to contact the police. 

Harward also questioned Wood about the times he 
lied to friends and investigators about the events of 
that night. 


Wood responded, “I 
thought that they could involve me with the rob- 
bing (referring to the kidnaping of the body and the 
eventual killing).” 

Harward further asked, “Do you think that the 
police could involve you with the crime, if you told 
the whole truth?” Wood replied affirmatively. 

Taylor also reviewed several accounts of Wood’s 
testimony to others, emphasizing that Wood never 
said he had participated in the homicide. 

Rebuttal witness’ included Archuleta’s girl- 
friend, Wood’s previous parole officer, and an in- 
mate held in the Utah State Penitentiary who 
spoke to Wood about the murder. 

Judge Boyd K. Park said the conclusion of the 


trial, jury instructions, and closing statements will °

Venture capitalists tell graduates 
to acquire work experience outside 
of Utah, then start own company

BYU students graduating with 
business-related majors should go out 
of Utah to get experience, said two 
venture capitalists at the Excelsior 
hotel Thursday. 

“T would highly recommend people 
go work for a big company first,” said 
James Dreyfous, general partner at 
Salt Lake-based Utah Ventures. 
“That’s what I did.” It is difficult to 
take advantage of your own strengths 
in a Utah business, he said. 

Richard Shanaman, managing gen- 
eral partner of the firm, said, “We 
both started in banking and we know 
that the best banks are not here.” 
Shanaman said a college graduate 
must go to a major city to get qualified 
banking experience. 

They said BYU business graduates 
are very marketable because they can 


combine foreign language skills with 
marketing skills. 

After someone graduates and 
leaves the state to get experience, 
Utah Ventures seeks to bring them 
back to Utah. Utah Ventures makes 
equity investments in companies and 
anyone with an idea or invention. 

Dreyfous said Utah is a good place 
to do business because it’s new in 
business and just reaching the stage 
where experienced managers are 
available for spin-off projects. 

However, others may not see Utah 
that way. “Utah does a good job of 
getting bad publicity for itself and a 
bad job of getting good publicity,” 
Dreyfous said. 

Dreyfous and Shanaman also en- 
couraged businesspeople to take their 
ideas to a venture capitalist. “It is 
fallacious to believe that venture capi- 
talist are vulture capitalists,” Drey- 
fous said. 

Venture capitalists don’t take con- 


trol of a company, but they assist and 
help build a management team, he 
said. But there are bad people in fi- 
nancing like in all professions, he said. 

When choosing a company for fi- 
nancing, Utah Ventures looks at sev- 
eral criteria. The first one is a good 
manager. People sometimes have an 
“insular mindset,” thinking they can 
do it themselves without bringing ina 
good manager, Dreyfous said. 

A good manager must have experi- 
ence and be a hard worker, he said. 
The manager must be willing to work 
long hours, on weekends, and must be 
able to motivate others to work hard. 

Utah has a good labor market but 
people put a high priority on church 
and family, Dreyfous said. 

Utah Ventures also looks at a com- 
pany’s cash. “Cash is dear,” Dreyfous 
said. The fewer assets owned in a 
company, the better. Dreyfous also 
said they must “believe in a company 
and its product.” 

Utah Ventures often helps write 
business plans. But Dreyfous re-
